Water Again Contaminated; 

Must Have Permit for Improve¬ 
ments; Grass Not Garbage 
Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. 
Present Mayor Antrobus, Council¬ 
lors Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, Jen¬ 
kins and Ramsay. 

Mr. A. Phillips sr. was present 
and told council he was financial¬ 
ly unable to pay his taxes. Council 
adopted measures taken in past 
years and taxes will be charged 
against the property. 

Frank Horatio (was present 
and asked council iwhat steps had 
been taken for the custody of the 
two Andresak girls. Mayor Antro¬ 
bus informed council that he, 
along with an officer of the Child’s 
Welfare Department, had visited 
the Horatio home and that the 
provincial officer had informed 
him that a report would be sent 
council from Edmonton regarding 
this case. No word has yet been 
received and secretary was au¬ 
thorized to (write the department 
asking for a report. 

Frank Graham, representing 
St. Alban’s vestry, was present to 
ask council to repair the steps 
leading past the Anglican church 
up to Fifth street. Following some 
discussion on this subject later 
in the meeting it was decided to 
build new steps and railings and 
make a more or less permanent 
job of it as the pedestrian traf¬ 
fic over this road is fairly heavy. 

There iwere eighteen appeal# 
against the 1943 assessment.V 
Many were successful. ( 

The town tenant in the Lycka 
home has moved out and Mr. 
Lycka has moved in. Council will 
employ every means to keep Ly¬ 
cka paying a regular monthly 
sum to the town and so help re¬ 
duce the debt owing by him. 

Two weeks’ vacation was grant¬ 
ed Constable Antle. Efforts will 
be made to have a member of the 
Blairmore detachment, R.C.M.P., 
stationed in Coleman during Mr. 
Antle’s absence. 

The town foreman was author¬ 
ized to repair the roof of the town 
hall. The culvert nearby Excel 
Builders will be repaired and a 
shale shoulder placed alongside 
the hard surfaced highway in 
west Coleman. 

Once again the local drinking 
water is found to be contaminated 
and provincial health authorities 
advise boiling all water before 
drinking it. 

Agreement has been reached be¬ 
tween the Provincial Highway de¬ 
partment and council that the 
former take care of the No. §* 
highway through town and each 
pay 59% of the repairing costs. 
Council will again press the Pro¬ 
vincial Public Works department 
to re-imburse it for 60% of thq^ 
cost of laying the hardsurfaced 
street through town which is 
also part of the No. 3 highway. 

A letter will be sent Minister 
of Public Works, W. A. Fallow 
refreshing his mind re: flood con¬ 
trol iwork in Coleman. 

An invoice amounting to $107 
against the Coleman Crystal 
arena was received by council. It 
was a legitimate charge against 
the arena and much was said in 
its favor. After much discussion 
pro and con the argument that 
several business houses had been 
heavy losers through the years 
because of the arena and hockey 
teams and that these debts had 
been written off as bad debts seem 
to be the dominant one which 
finally caused the payment of the 
$107 debt to be turned down. 

William Gardiner, former CWe- 
man resident, again appears to be 
in need of relief.

Lombardi’s letter discussion took 
place regarding the new buildings 
and improvements which have 
taken place in town for the past 
several years without permits 
having been issued from the town 
office. It iwas decided that in order 
that the council may have a re¬ 
cord of all improvements it (would 
be compulsory for persons desir¬ 
ing to build or make improve¬ 
ments to property to first re¬ 
ceive a permit from the town 
office. Only when the improve¬ 
ments exceed $100 will a 
lharge 'be made for the permit. 

It is quite probable that in the 
near future a committee will be 
set up . to give assent or veto to 
proposed, plans for ne(w buildings 
or improvements.

While here 
they were not relief recipients.

A controversy has 'been raging 
for the past several weeks be¬ 
tween the ashman and residents 
residing in two shacks located on 
the same lot. The argument is that 
the occupant of one shack uses 
it to sleep in only and that meals 
are eaten in the second shack 
where there is a stove.

Advised from International Red 
Cross quoting German information 
states your son Squadron Leader 
Foss Henry Boulton, DFC, is a 
prisoner of war but unfortunately 
wounded. Letter follows. 

RCAF Casualty Officer.” 
When news of his safety became 
known throughout town on Wed¬ 
nesday morning it appeared as if 
a heavy load had been lifted from 
the minds of many of the - towns¬ 
people who had feared for his safe¬ 
ty. They now congratulate the 
happy parents on their son’s safe¬ 
ty, even though it may mean 
months in a German prison camp. 
The suspense of not knowing where 
he was or what had happened is 
now ended. 

unemployment insurance

Figures issued to the press by 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission indicate that the bal¬ 
ance remaining in the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Fund on June 30 
this year stood at $131,836,907.16. 
Gross revenues to date, plus in¬ 
terest earned (by the fund, 
amounted to $132,915,870.93. Of 
this sum $108,111,102.89 had been 
contributed by employers and em¬ 
ployees through the purchase of 
stamps and by direct payment; 
$21,622,220.58 had been paid by 
the Dominion Government as its 
share under the statute; and 
$3,182,547.46 represented interest 
earned by the fund. 

Benefits paid since January, 
1942, when (benefits first became 
payable, aggregate $1,078,963.77. 

The Unemployment Insurance 
Fund ended two years of exist¬ 
ence on June 30th, this year, hav¬ 
ing been inaugurated at July 1st, 
1941, when the first employer and 
employee contributions were re¬ 
quired under the Act.

Co-operation In The Empire 

IN CANADA AND IN ALL PARTS of the Empire there have been 
many changes in the standard of living since the beginning of the war. 
Curtailment of shipping space, the loss of many of our sources of raw 
materials, and other wartime conditions have greatly affected our way of 
life, and the variety of goods available to us has changed greatly in the 
past four years. These changes have been in general cheerfully accepted 
as a wartime necessity, and in some cases it has been found that there 
are advantages in many of the restrictions and substitutions which the 
war has brought about. It is likely that some of the changes which have 
been effected at this time will be continued after the war and that we 
will profit in many ways by the effort which has been made to provide 
adequately for the needs of the people from the greatly restricted nature 
of the supplies now available. The evil effects of war are many, but out 
of this war there will also come some lasting advantages to the people in 
the form of improved knowledge of nutrition, public health and kindred 
subjects, and in the lessons learned in the value of co-operation between 
friendly nations. 

% Within the Empire much has been learned during 
Ties of Empire the difficult years of the war and a closer rela- 
C rnw Cirn mop tionship and an increased spirit of co-operation 
\7rOW jTrCnCjer jjas (j eve i 0 p e d a great effort has been made to 
make use of all our raw materials, to take the place of those now in the 
hands of the enemy, and in some cases the results have been remarkable. 
In the British Colonies, many of them too small to make a marked con¬ 
tribution to the armed forces of the Empire, there has been a great develop¬ 
ment of the production of raw materials and food stuffs to help the cause 
of Britain and her Allies. In Ceylon the output of rubber has been greatly 
increased and there has also been an increase in the supply from East 
and West Africa. Rubber production is also being expanded in the British 
Honduras, British Guiana and Trinidad. From Trinidad also comes the 
Empire’s principal supply of petroleum and from British Guiana comes 
almost all the bauxite for the Empire aluminum production. 


Colonies Help 
To Feed Army 


Food production has also been stimulated in the 
colonies, and the British armies in the Middle East 
have received large quantities of wheat, maize, 
tinned meat and dried vegetables from the East 
African possssions. Kenya Colony was a pioneer in the dehydrating of 
vegetables and was supplying them to the forces before this method of 
conservation was generally used in other countries. Tea and sugar pro¬ 
duction has been stepped up considerably in the colonies, and these pro¬ 
ducts are playing an important part in fulfilling the Empire’s wartime j 
needs. In regard to all this, the British Ministry of Information points j ls now a wing commander baled out 
out that: ‘‘This speeding up of colonial production is a short-term war j fr °m a burning fighter at 25,000 feet, 
necessity. But beyond it lies the long-term plan which looks ahead to the 
future and aims at bringing about increased prosperity and welfare among | 
the colonial peoples.” There can be no doubt but that the stimulus given 
to the development of food production and natural resources in these 
colonies will be of lasting benefit to them and to the Empire generally.

THE VICTORY GARDEN 



Spraying and dusting to destroy 
pests in the Victory garden is a rela¬ 
tively simple matter, due chiefly, to 
the restricted size of the plots. 
Amateur gardeners in their first year 
of gardening, should remember that 
sprays adhere to the foliage better 
than dusts, but are slower to apply 
and more troublesome to prepare. 

In general, spraying will give bet¬ 
ter and more lasting results than 
dusting, but either method, if prop¬ 
erly followed, will prove effective. 
Both the upper and lower surfaces of 
the leaves should be covered. Be 
liberal with materials and, if pos-J 
sible, make the applications on a 
warm, calm day. Nicotine sulphate, 

either spray or dust form, should 
be applied only when the temperature 
•eaches 70 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
higher. 

A small sprayer of tbl plunger 
type, holding about a quart of spray, 
will be found suitable, but a bucket 
pump or small compressed air 
sprayer will cover the ground more 
rapidly. Dust can be applied quite 
effectively through a cheesecloth 
burlap bag. For most insects, Vic¬ 
tory gardeners should repeat applica¬ 
tions at weekly intervals until the 
outbreak is checked. 


The Third Reich 

Germany Has Had Three Systems 
Of Government Since 1871 
“Reich” is a German word signify¬ 
ing kingdom, empire, state or com¬ 
monwealth and is believed by tey- 
mologists to be related in origin to 
English “realm”, which is trace¬ 
able to Latin “regere,” to rule or 
keep straight. The verb “reichen” 
in German means to reach. During 
the days of the German Empire it 
became customary to speak of the 
empire as the reich to distinguish 
it from the kingdoms, provinces, con¬ 
federacies and other political units 
composing It. In this sense the term 
acquired a peculiar meaning among 
Germans, and after the abdication of 
Wilhelm III In 1918 many Junkers 
insisted that there could be no Ger¬ 
man Reich without a German em¬ 
peror, but the name survived and it 
is still correct to speak of the chan¬ 
cellor of the German Reich. First, 
Second and Third Reich are applied 
the three successive systems of 
government in Germany since 1871. 
The empire was the First Reich; 
the postwar republic under Presi¬ 
dents Ebert and Hindenburg was the 
Second Reich and the National 
Socialist regime under Hitler is the 
Third Reich. — Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

Winter Wheat 

Owing To Increased Demand It Now 
Brings A Higher Price 
War conditions have stimulated 
production of winter wheat in the 
prairie provinces, says W. D. Hay, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge. A few years ago, the 
market price of winter wheat was 
from five to ten cents lower than 
that of spring wheat. Increased de¬ 
mand has resulted in a higher price 
for this class of wheat. At one time 
it sold at a premium. Also, the 
early ripening of winter wheat ad¬ 
vances the harvest season and helps 
to counteract the labour shortage. 
Loss from root rot, caused by too 
early seeding, can be avoided by de¬ 
laying seeding until September 1. 
Choosing the most hardy winter 
varieties such as the M.C. 22 strain 
of Kharkov, greatly reduces loss 
from winter killing. At the Experi¬ 
mental Station, winter wheat was 
killed out completely only once in 
years, and it gave an average 
yield of 27.3 bushels per acre, com¬ 
pared with 25 bushels per acre for 
spring wheat.

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OTHER USES OF SOY BEANS 

You will remember In a recent article we said that edible varieties 
of soy beans are high in protein, fat, thiamin, riboflavin, iron and phos¬ 
phorus. They are the least expensive source of good quality plant protein 
so we should try to find other ways of using them in our diets. They 
can be used in many forms, as a green vegetable, dried, or In milk form. 
The latter issued extensively in the Orient for infant feeding. 

It has been found that a child that cannot tolerate cow’s milk may 
be able to tolerate soy bean milk. Soy bean oil can be used for food but 
ls used chiefly for technical purposes. There is a soy bean and peanut 
butter that is delicious on bread and can be bought at your grocers. 

You can now obtain soy bean flour in grocery stores. Soy bean 
flour is prepared either by grinding the whole bean or the part left after 
removal of the oil. You can use It to take the place of part of the wheat 
flour In baking. Usually % soy to % wheat flour is used, but for pastry 
as much as % soy flour may be used. You will find this soy flour makes 
delicious bread, muffins and biscuits. They are very nutritious and have an 
unusual nut-like flavour and a very fine texture. The flavour deteriorates 
on keeping (after baking) so you should eat the muffins while they are 
fresh. Here ls a recipe you will enjoy: 

Soy Bean Muffins 

1 cup soy bean flour % cup sugar 

1 cup white flour 1 cup milk 

• 8% tsp. baking powder 1 egg 

Vt tsp. salt 2 tbsp. butter or short¬ 

ening (melted) 

Mix and sift dry ingredients, add milk and egg, then melted butter. 
Bake in greased muffin tins 25 minutes. 

Fresh green soy beans of the edible variety may be used in the menu. 
They are cooked like fresh peas and beans, until they are tender, requiring 
a little longer cooking time.

■ LONDON. — Adolf Hitler's night¬ 
mare—and the nightmare of the 
German Supreme Command since the 
First Great War—of a two-front war 
has been brought to the verge of 
fruition by the fall of Mussolini. 

It now is plain that Hitler has 
been confronted with the greatest 
! military crisis of his intuitive career 
I by the necessity within probably a 
! few weeks or less of taking over full 
I responsibility for defence of the 
Balkan peninsula, at the same mo¬ 
ment that the whole Eastern Front 
is erupting into battle after battle. 

Evidence is piling up that the 
Germans were caught short by Mus¬ 
solini’s ouster. The evidence was 
provided by the Nazi propaganda 
machine itself which after hours of 
silence gave the public only the bare 
facts of the Italian communiques. 

Where Hitler is going to get the 
troops is the big problem. If he 
pulled 100 divisions from the East¬ 
ern Front, there is little question 
that the front would cave in. 

Another possibility is the scrap¬ 
ing together of divisions from the 
occupied countries, but if an esti¬ 
mated 10 divisions moved from Nor¬ 
way and 30 to 40 from France it 
would expose their coasts to creation 
of a third Allied front. 

It is noted that the war situation 
has more and more been taking on 
the appearance of 1918. Germany’s 
collapse then was heralded by the 
knockout of Turkey from the war. 
quickly followed by Bulgaria, Aus¬ 
tria and Hungary.

FINANCIAL 
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NOTES AND COMMENT’S 

Our Vacation is Over. 

An all too brief two weeks have gone fleeting past, 
our vacation at the Pacific coast is now. only a mem¬ 
ory, and we are back at the office picking up where 
we left off and recording the departure of friends 
about to start their long anticipated vacations. 

Vancouver is still booming and will continue to 
do so while the war lasts. A daily appeal is seen in 
the papers for skilled and unskilled workers, despite 
the fact that thousands of new citizens are residing 
in the city and each day trains bring in more. This 
condition has given youngstei’s, who have moved 
with their parents to the city, an opportunity to gain 
employment, which they have not missed. We noted 
former local young girls gainfully employed, and 
also young boys, who were still in public school here 
last year, working during the summer vacation. 

The price of homes has been boosted upwards. 
New comers with money are almost forced to buy a 
home in order to get housing accommodation as it is 
almost next to impossible to rent a home, and when 
one is fortunate to do so the heavy rent soon becomes 
a burden. 

Vancouver and its famous Stanley Park still 
beckon to thousands of vacationists, and the Park is 
packed daily with bathers, picnickers and patrons of ' 
the Theatre Under The Stars, which has concerts 
each evening. 

The Scales Tip Away From Germany. 

It was with grim satisfaction that the Allied 
world saw the bombastic Mussolini fade from the 
international scene and presumably await trial for 
his dastardly “stab in the back” of prostrate France, 
when he thought that Hitler would win world dom¬ 
ination in a matter of a few months in 1940. Condi¬ 
tions in Italy are still obscure to the public, and only 
a few Allied leaders may be aware of what goes on 
behind the scene. One thing is certain, the few brief 
days of freedom from the Fascist yoke gave the 
Italian people and the press the chance to tell the 
world that they were sick and tired of war and want¬ 
ed peace. Marshal Badoglio, Mussolini’s successor, 
says “the war continues.” What else could he say 
with a Nazi bayonet in his back? The Italian armies 
have shown in Sicily that they do not want to fight. 

In Greece, in the Balkans and in France they are re¬ 
ported to l>e slowly withdrawing towards Italy. 

Hitler, already hard pressed in Russia and the 
Mediterranean, must spread his own armies more 
thinly than ever over occupied Europe as he attempts 
to hold southern France, a line across northern Italy, 
and most, if not all of the Balkans in order to main¬ 
tain the strategic integrity of the basic German sys¬ 
tem. Germany is now almost as completely on the de¬ 
fensive as the Allies were in 1914 and 1942, and she 
has no visible means of improving her prospects. So 
long as Britain, Russia and America maintain their 
present rate of progress, Germany faces a contract¬ 
ing military future with sure defeat at the end. The 
scales are beginning to tip noticeably away from 
Germany. 

The Coal Shortage. 

The coal shortage facing Canada today has as¬ 
sumed alarming proportions, and in fact has been 
declared to be a national emergency by the federal 
government. Abnormal demands for coal caused by 
shortages of fuel oil, wood, natural gas and other 
fuels, have brought about a widening gap between 
consumption and production which can be met, in the 
main, only by the most rigid conservation measures. 

As Canadians, we have been most profligate in the 
use of coal—profligate to the extent that in the aver¬ 
age home nearly 50 per cent of the coal we burn is 
wasted. Lack of insulation, storm windows, weather 
stripping, inefficient heating systems and faulty fir¬ 
ing methods are chief contributors to this enormous 
waste. 

Last year Canada used 37Vi» million tons of bi¬ 
tuminous coal. Slightly less than half of that was 
produced in Canada. In order to keep pace with her 
expanding industry, Canada will need more than 4 
million tons over last year’s figure. With the U.S. 
industries constantly expanding, it is a gamble 
whether she will be able to export to Canada the 
same amount as she did last year, therefore Canada 
is thrown back on her own resources. Measures have 
been taken to augment the number of miners now 
in the mines and upon their broad shoulders and the 
shoulders of the management depends whether Can¬ 
ada can meet the fuel crisis this winter. 

It should be pointed out that rationing and in¬ 
come taxes bear on all sections of the population: 
there is no discrimination against workers in coal 
mines or elsewhere. 

Coleman Maintains Fine War Record. 

Official figures were released this week by the 
Coleman War Finance Committee revealing that 
once again local citizens had supported a war cam¬ 
paign to raise money in their usual magnificent man¬ 
ner. Given a quota of $360, or 4 depth charges, in 
the July “Stamp Out The U-Boat” campaign, the 
citizens purchased $1,299 in war stamps, thus more 
than tripling their quota. We can’t recall one in¬ 
stance where Coleman has failed to exceed its quota, 
whether it be in war loans or war charities. It’s a 
record of which we may all feel proud.

Selective Service Regulations 
As Applying to Teachers 

“The general intention of 'Se¬ 
lective Service Regulations, as 
applying to teachers,” according 
to Mr. J. F. Lote, manager of the 
local Employment and Selective 
Service Office, “is to retain tea¬ 
chers at their profession during 
the school year, and to make the 
best possible use of their services 
during vacation.” 

Mr. Lote said that there might 
be some misunderstanding among 
teachers as to their status under 
Selective Service Civilian Regu¬ 
lations. He explained this status 
in this |way: 

By Order in Council of June 
17, 1943, teachers were brought 
under Selective Service: previous¬ 
ly they 'have been exempt in so 
far as employment at their pro¬ 
fession is concerned. Now a teach¬ 
er must continue at the teach¬ 
ing profession during the school 
year, and can only leave to 
take other full time employment, 
except in the agricultural indus¬ 
try, under permit from Selective 
Service. It is not the intention to 
authorize teachers to leave the 
profession, where their services 
as teachers are needed. Teachers 
may still join the armed forces 
without permit, or they may en¬ 
gage in part time employment 
during the school year, so long as 
it does not interfere with their 
teaching hours. During vacations 
teachers are encouraged to take 
other high priority work, but gen¬ 
erally speaking and apart from 
employment in agriculture teach¬ 
ers must secure Selective Ser¬ 
vice permits before entering em¬ 
ployment. Teachers will not re¬ 
quire permits to engage at Iwork 
in their own profession. 

. The new regulation defines a 
teacher as any person who teaches 
or instructs in a school, college 
or university not carried on for 
gain.

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Fourth Compulsory Employment 
Transfer Order 

A Direction to Specified Employers 
and Employees 

This Order applies to any young man who is 
16, 17 or 18 years of age. and who is working 
at any one of the employments specified in this 
notice. It is also directed to the present 
employers of tliese young men. 

i. Objective: 

The Order provides for the transfer of the young men affected 
o work which is of more importance to Canada’s war effort. Trans¬ 
fers w ill be made after taking into account the health and domestic 
•ircumstances of these young men. 

I. YOUNG MEN WHO ARE AFFECTED: 

Every young man who is in any one of the employment- 
perified, who has reached his 16th birthday but has not reached 
'•lis 19th birthday, is covered by this Order. 

EMPLOYMENTS SPECIFIED IN THE ORDER: 

This Order applies to the young men described above if now 
.iployed in any of these occupations: 

(1) Any occupation in or associated with the following: (a) 
arber shops and beauty parlours; (b) distilling alcohol for 
leverage; (c) dyeing, cleaning and pressing, baths, guide ser- 
,ice, shoe shining; (d) entertainment, including but not restricted 
o theatres, film agencies, motion picture companies, clubs, 
howling alleys, pool rooms; (e) operation of ice cream parlours 
uid soda fountains; (f) manufacture of feathers, plumes and 
irtificial flowers, chewing gum, wine, lace goods, greeting cards, 
jewelry; (g) retail stores; (h) factory production of statuary 
■ ml art goods; (i) retail and wholesale florists; (j) retail sale 
of confectionery, candy, tobacco, books, stationery, news; (k) 
retail sale of motor vehicles or accessories; (1) retail sale of 
sporting goods or musical instruments; (m) service stations 
(gasoline-filling stations); (n) taverns, liquor, wine and beer 

(2) Bus boy; charman and cleaner; custom furrier; dancing 
teacher; dish washer; domestic servant; doorman and starter; 
elevator operator; greens keeper; grounds keeper; hotel bell 
boy; porter (other than in railway train service); private 
chauffeur; taxi driver; waiter. 

D. How the Order affects Young Men still attending School: 

•Young men in the age groups mentioned, now employed, will 
not be interfered with insofar as returning to school at the opening 
of the school session in the Autumn is concerned; but young men 
in the age classes covered, who are now working during their 
summer vacation, must comply with this Compulsory Order. 

E. Procedure to be followed: 

All men as defined above must report to an Employment and 
Selective Service Office not later than July 24th, 1943. Men 
resident outside a city or town having an Employment and Selective 
Service Office, who are too far removed to call personally at such 
an Office, may write to the nearest office in the first instance, and 
await further directions. 

F. AppeuU: 

If directed to transfer to employment subsequent to interview, 
a man may, if he objects, enter appeal with a Court of Referees, 
within 7 days of receiving such direction. 

C. Penalities: 

Penalties are provided for employers who retain, or take into 
their employ, after July 24th, 1943, any man covered by this Order 
except under special permit. Also, penalties are provided for failure 
of an employee covered by the Order, to register or follow a 
subsequent direction to employment. 

H. Authority: 

This Order is issued under authority conferred on the Minister 
of Labour by National Selective Service Civilian Regulation (P.C. 
246 of January 19th, 1943, and amending Orders in Council). 

Employers or employees uncertain of the application 
of this Order in a particular case are advised to 
communicate immediately with the nearest Employ¬ 
ment and Selective Service Office. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the Third 
Compulsory Order , which contains a list of occupa¬ 
tions different form the above, also requires certain 
young men 16, 17 and 18 years of age to report to 
National Selective Service. 



Follows Father as C.P.R. Vice-President 



plric A. Leslie (left), newly 
■L-i appointed vice-president and 
comptroller of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, is carrying on 
a family tradition in that high 
position for his father, John Leslie 
(right), was vice-president and 
comptroller of the company from 
1926 until 1928 at which time he 
became vice-president of finance 
and treasurer, a position he retain¬ 
ed until 1932 when he retired after 
more than half a century of rail¬ 
way work. The new vice-president 1 


and comptroller is 48 years old and 
has been associated with the com¬ 
pany for 30 years. His record was 
broken by attendance, at McGill 
University on a Canadian Pacific 
scholarship and three years over¬ 
seas service in the Great War as 
a lieutenant with the Canadian 
Artillery. He won two medals as a 
student—the Governor General’s 
Silver Medal at Montreal High 
School and the British Association 
Medal in transportation at McGill 
j University where he graduated from 
' the Faculty of Applied Science. 


Montreal, July .—Statements re¬ 
cently made in the house of commons 
at Ottawa disclose the fact that the 
past few years has been a good client 
of the Domiiiion government insofar 
as the latter has gone into the busi¬ 
ness of lending money to assist vital 
industries in performance of services 
absolutely essential to the carrying 
on of the nation’s business. 

Between the years 1931 and 1941, 
the Government advanced loans to 
the Company for various purposes, 
as follows: 

During the summer of 1936 it was 
necessary to find work for unemploy¬ 
ed men in many parts of Canada. To 
aid in this purpose the Government 
advanced to the Company a total of 
$554,700. This loan was fully repaid 
by installments between January, 
1938, and January, 1942. Oyer the 
period the Company paid to the Gov¬ 
ernment interest at 2’ 1 L> per cent, to¬ 
talling $47,567.42. 

Between September, 1935, and 
March, 1936, the Government lent to 
the Company a total of $1,270,000 to 
finance the betterment and repairing 
of railway equipment. Those were 
days when the depression had serious¬ 
ly reduced the Company’s available 
funds for this work. The loan was 
fully repaid between January, 1938, 
and January, 1942. No interest was 
paid on this loan for the first two 
years, but later interest payments at 
4 per cent were made to a total of 
$170,854.79. 

During the period 1935-38 the Gov¬ 
ernment purchased railway equipment 
to a total value of $5,730,000. This 
was sold to the Canadian Pacific un¬ 
der a hire-purchase agreement and 
the entire amount was repaid to the 
Government by J-^gpy, 1943. This 
loan was interest^* for-two years. 
After that period 'the Company paid 
interest at 3 per cent, a total of 
$610,978.61. 

A similar arrangement was made 
for the purchase of equipment over 
a period including the years 1939 and 
1941. The Government lent the Com¬ 
pany a total of $9,951,489.64 at 314 
per cent interest. This was fully re¬ 
paid by December, 1942, with interest 
thereon amounting to $844,990.53. 
Over the period until these loans were 
fully repaid therefore, the Canadian 
Pacific made a total interest payment 
of $1,674,391.35. 

The only other outstanding loans 
which the Company owes the Govern¬ 
ment are two which were made for 
the purpose of helping to keep the 
country’s workmen employed between 
November, 1931, and January, 1933. 
The depression was then at its full 
height and it was necessary that 
something be done to check the grow¬ 
ing unemployment. Large industrial 
concerns were approached with this 
end in view and the Canadian Pacific 
agreed to assist by going on with 
work that otherwise would have been 
left to more prosperous times when 
the Company’s funds were better able 
to take care of it. For this purpose 
the Government advanced to the Com¬ 
pany in 1931 a total of $1,447,221, re¬ 
payable on demand without interest 
when the Company resumes dividends 
at a rate of more than 5 per cent per 
annum. In 1932 and 1933 the Govern¬ 
ment advanced another million dol¬ 
lars, repayable on demand without in¬ 
terest before the Company pays any 
dividend on its common stock.

Youth Organizations 

The Mobilization Of The Youthful 
Population Will Help In Peacetime 

For some time now, Britain’s 
youth has been mobilized for war, 
and for the Peace that follows. At 
the beginning of the war, the Old 
Country was faced with a youthful 
population whose work had to be 
directed into the proper channels. J 
Fathers were absent in the Armed 
Forces, and mothers were working 
in the munitions factories. Neither 
could properly look after their chil¬ 
dren. 

Faced with this problem Britain, 
therefore, set up a Committee known 
as the National Youth Committee. 

Its object was to look into the wel¬ 
fare of all the young people who 
were between the ages of fourteen 
and eighteen. 

The first step taken was to set up 
Youth Committee branches in every 
locality. 

In the proposals for the Youth 
Committees it was suggested that 
the boys and girls should not be in¬ 
terfered with, or pushed, or directed, 
in the accepted “school” manner. 

Although the branches were to start 
up new activities and train leaders, 
the young people were to be given 
an opportunity to act for them¬ 
selves.
